Remembering Altab Ali

A CEREMONIAL event 
was held in Whitechapel 
to mark Altab Ali Day. 

The event, which included a 
wreath laying, poetry readings 
and speeches, took place in 
the park which now bears 
his name. 

Altab Ali's racially motivated 
murder in 1978 mobilised an 
anti-racist movement, urging 
the public to make a stand 
against the hatred and racial 
intolerance which was rife 
in certain parts of London at 
the time. 

The ceremony, organised by 
the council, included speeches 
from Mayor John Biggs, Cllr 
Abdul Mukit MBE and repre- 
sentatives of the Altab Ali 
Foundation and Altab Ali Trust. 

The Bangladeshi High Com- 
missioner also spoke, with 
poetry readings from Salam

Jones, Stephen Watts and 
hip-hop artist Shay D. 

The ceremony was followed 
by a discussion at the Kobi 
Nazrul Centre. The day ended 
with a performance of The 


Altab Ali Story, staged at the 
Brady Arts Centre by the 
Swadhinata Trust. 

Mayor Biggs said: “Altab Ali's 
murder and the subsequent 
demonstrations showed peo- 


ple they were not alone in 
suffering or fearing violence. 

“We want to keep alive the 
important message of com- 
munity cohesion; about stand- 
ing united against racism."

Borough in top five 
for school admissions

NINETY-six per cent of Tower 
Hamlets children starting reception 
in September have got a place 
at one of their top three preference 
schools. 

The figure, obtained through the Pan 
London Admissions Scheme, puts Tower 
Hamlets in the top five London boroughs 
for primary admissions success. 

Over 87 per cent of children are due to 
attend their top choice schools. This marks 


an improvement on results, two per cent 
above last years. 

Our secondary admissions rate has also 
surpassed averages, with 93 per cent 
getting a place in one of their top three 
secondary schools. 

Families were notified of the outcome 
of their application on April 18. Those 
not offered a place at a preferred school 
have one reserved at a local school with 
places remaining. 

Children whose parents applied after 
the application closing date will be allocated 


places in early June. This year, 3,500 
children will be starting in a Tower Hamlets 
primary school. 

Terry Bryan, council head of pupil 
services, said: "These results show our 
commitment to improving every year, 
and offering every child the best start 
in life. 

"We have built a culture of success, 
which enables us to provide parent choice 
and quality at a standard well above the 
London average, in spite of ongoing pressure 
on school places."

Knifeman sought 

DETECTIVES investigating two 
knife incidents in the same 
Isle of Dogs street are appealing 
for witnesses and information. 

The first incident took place 
on Saturday, May 7 at about 
5.15pm on Cassilis Road, E14. 
The suspect followed then 
robbed a woman of her black 
handbag at knife point. 

On the second occasion on 
Tuesday, May 10 at about 10am, 
the suspect approached a 
woman on the same road with 
a knife, but she managed to 
run away.

Council plans to limit 
impact of Housing Act

THE council has set out 
plans to minimise the 
impact of the govern- 
ment’s Housing and Plan- 
ning Act 2016 . 

The legislation could spell 
the loss of social housing in 
the borough. 

The council has developed a 
new strategy to help mitigate 
the act and wants to hear 
residents' views. 

Mayor John Biggs has pledged 
to build 1,000 new council 
homes and is looking at ways 
to help residents who are being 
priced out of renting or buying 
homes where they grew up. 

The act, which received Royal 
assent on Thursday, May 12 will 
force the council to sell off its 
homes to the highest bidder. 

The government has pledged 


to extend the Right-to-Buy 
scheme to housing associations, 
but intends to raise the funds 
to meet the cost of the scheme 
through these sales. 

While there is a commitment 
to replace these homes, there 
is no guarantee that they will 
be council homes in Tower 
Hamlets, nor that they will be 
available at affordable rents. 

While local council tenants 
have benefited from lifetime 
secure tenancies, the act 
introduces new fixed-term 
tenancies of up to ten years for 
new tenants, which will require 
these households to have their 
housing needs reviewed on a 
regular basis. 

If, for instance, a council 
tenant no longer needs as many 
bedrooms as they once did; for 
example, if older children have 
left home, they may be offered 


a new home which is more 
suitable. 

Another plank of the act 
is a move to charge households 
higher rents if the occupants' 
joint income exceeds £40,000 
per year. 

The money raised through 
the increased rents will go back 
to the Treasury and not be rein- 
vested in housing. 

Mayor Biggs said: "The Hous- 
ing and Planning Act presents 
a real threat to Tower Hamlets 
as a community, not just to its 
social housing tenants. 

"There is much talk about 
affordable housing, but afford- 
able to whom? 

"Many residents cannot 
afford the rents being asked, 
and as the housing crisis 
deepens, the introduction of 
this new legislation will only 
make this problem worse.'' 


Cllr Sirajul Islam, deputy may- 
or and cabinet member for 
housing, added: "We are keen 
to work closely with local people 
to help shape and develop our 
own independent housing strat- 
egy, and urge residents to make 
sure that their voices are heard.'' 

Over the next few months 
the council will be hosting a 
series of events for residents 
to take part in, giving them an 
opportunity to air their views 
and ask questions of the council.

COMMUNITY and leadership were the themes of an event hosted by a voluntary 
organisation in Mile End. Mile End Community Project raised questions which challenged 
the traditional understanding of local identity and delegates spoke about how community 
leaders impact on their lives.

Love it or not, it's 
time to move on 


THIS week marks the end 
of an era - the last edition 
after more than 20 years 
of East End Life. 

Some of you love it, others 
not! To replace it, we are sharp- 
ening up our communications, 
including use of the internet 
and new media' but still with 
something to thud on your 
doormat from time to time. 

Keeping you informed, with 
news and information, remains 
a priority in our great borough. 

This Wednesday, I will give 
the first 'State of the Borough' 
speech at the annual meeting 
of the council. I will be reflecting 
on my first year as mayor, and 
setting out challenges we face. 

Looking back now, the situa- 
tion on my first day in the job 
was not ideal. The previous 
mayor had been thrown out of 
office, the government had tak- 
en over many council functions 
because of his actions, many 
senior management positions 
were unfilled, and we had a 
damaged reputation and a load 
of delayed decisions. 

Crucial budget decisions had 
not been properly thought 
through, with the changes made 
by other councils avoided. 

I inherited a council in crisis, 
though we were saved by the 
many excellent and dedicated 
staff who got on with it in 
spite of the instability. So can I 
record my thanks to them. 



A year later, I am proud of 
improvements in many areas 

- a budget reflecting residents 
priorities, with more money 
for street cleaning and to 
tackle anti-social behaviour, a 
new chief exec in place, and 
councillors working hard to 
improve services in all areas. 

And we seem to have turned 
a corner in our reputation. 

But many challenges remain 

- not least a massive financial 
one that will make next year 
very difficult, and the work 
needed to continue to heal re- 
cent divisions in our borough. 

I am clear that this is Our 
East End (that's our new publi- 
cation's name!), and that means 
all of us, and that I and we are 
here to serve you. Please feel 
free to contact me at 
mayor@towerhamlets.gov.uk 
with any concerns or comments.

PUPILS witnessed a Shake- 
spearean takeover when 
teachers and support staff 
took lessons dressed as 
some of the Bard’s most 
famous characters.

Event organiser Morpeth 
librarian Amanda Ball said: "We 
want to share our love of reading 
with the wider Tower Hamlets 
community and decided our 
Big Book Give Away would be 
the best way to do this.

Teenage serial robbers 
face lengthy j ail term

TWO teenagers have been jailed 
for a series of robberies across 
Tower Hamlets, Newham, and 
Waltham Forest. 

Sbcteen-year-olds John Smith of Romford 
Road, E7 and Shemar Williams of 
Chestnut Avenue, E7 both pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to rob. 

The total number of offences was 34. 

The victims were either riders of mopeds 
who were robbed of their bikes or women 
whose bags were forcibly taken after the 
pair had ridden behind them. 

Smith was sentenced to five years' 
imprisonment with a further two years 
on licence when released. Williams was

jailed for three-and-a-half years' and sen- 
tenced to 18 months' imprisonment con- 
secutively for two separate knife-point 
robberies. 

All but two of the robberies taken into 
account were carried out at night and 
often a weapon, such as a hammer or a 
knife, was used. Violence was used against 


the victims, and one man was hospitalised 
after being robbed of his moped. 

The sentencing, at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on Friday, April 29, concluded a 
successful investigation by a unit set up 
by police, dedicated to investigating the 
series of robberies. 

The team was made up of officers from 
the three boroughs where Smith and 
William's offending took place. 

The judge commended the officers 
involved in the investigation and lifted 
reporting restrictions. 

Detective Superintendent Raffaele D'Orsi 
said: “I want to commend my colleagues 
who secured this successful conviction. 

"Their work has led to two dangerous 
individuals being taken off the streets.''

Cutting a ribbon and 
unveiling a plaque on a park 
bench, Mayor Biggs 
(pictured) said: “It is very 
good to see the continuing 
regeneration of the 
Aberfeldy area and the 
excellent work being carried 
out by Poplar HARCA and 


Prime Place, with the 
support of the council.” 
Designed by architects Levitt 
Bernstein, the park is lined 
by liquid amber trees and 
provides a splash of colour 


all year round. To protect 
and encourage wildlife, a 
diversity strategy is being 
developed and will create 
new habitats.

Safety comes first on new superhighway 


RESIDENTS are being encouraged to 
ride the upgraded Cycle Superhighway 
2, which is now open between Aldgate 
and Bow roundabout. 

The largely segregated route into central Lon- 
don aims to improve safety for all. 

It features 'two-stage right turns'; early- 
release traffic lights; separate traffic signal 
phases for cyclists and other traffic turning 
left; improved facilities for pedestrians including 


countdown technology; and bus stop bypasses 
where cyclists are taken behind bus shelters. 

The new junctions were developed by 
Transport for London (TfL) in collaboration with 
the Department for Transport. The A11 has also 
been resurfaced. 

TfL will be completing minor finishing works 
this May. Pedestrian improvement works are 
also continuing at Bow Interchange to provide 
new crossing facilities.

THE weather’s getting 
warmer, and we’re 
nearly halfway through 
the year - and what a 
great few months it’s been 
for children and families 
achieving. 

Three local schools were 
recognised by the government's 
pupil premium awards as being 
among the best in London for 
disadvantaged children. 

Ninety-six per cent of 
Tower Hamlets children starting 
reception in September have 
gained a place at one of 
their top three preference 
schools, which is well above 
the London average. 

Meanwhile, 93 per cent of 
applicants have secured a 
place in one of their top three 
secondary schools. 

To maintain the culture of 
success in our schools, we're 
investing in the new Tower 
Hamlets Education (THE) 
Partnership. 

This will work with schools 
and the council to improve 
results, develop and share good 
practice, and provide excellent 
professional development and 
training for staff and governors. 

Outside the classroom our 
sporting success continues. 
Sixty-nine local athletes are 
being supported to realise their 
Olympic dreams by the council 
and its partners. 

This comes shortly after 


more than 800 young players 
participated in one of the most 
exciting Mayor's Cup's ever. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of 
people packed out the 
Atrium in Shoreditch for the 
Foster Carers' Awards, which 
recognised the hard work and 
dedication of our foster carers 
to giving children the best start 
possible in life. 

And we've been working 
with the Department for 
Education on a campaign 
ensuring that everyone in the 
community is equipped and 
confident in reporting the signs 
of child abuse. 

We've also stepped up our 
efforts across the board to keep 
children safe from violence, 
extremism and gang activity. 

Finally, our new Children and 
Families Plan is being launched, 
which sets out our priorities 
and ensures all the good work 
of the past continues, while 
being honest about the 
challenges we face and howto 
work through them. 

This is my last column 
here, as East End Life is being 
replaced by a new, quarterly 
publication among other ways 
of reaching you. 

I'll continue to ensure that 
we use all the channels we 
have to keep you informed 
about what we're offering, and 
to listen and respond to your 
views, which will always be at 
the heart of our plans.

Balancing the books 

The council needs to save £5 million 
from the public health budget as a 
result of a funding shortfall. 


Government cuts force £sm 
of savings on council budget 


BY ALISON LANGLEY 


THE council has set out proposals 
to save £2.3 million from the 
borough’s public health budget. 

This is as a result of funding cuts 
from the government and the council 
will be setting out plans for a further 
£2.7m of savings in the next few weeks. 

Millions of pounds have been wiped 
from the councils budget to spend on 
preventative health care and wider 
health improvement. In total, it will 
have to save £5 million this year, with 
further cuts expected in future years. 

All councils now have to make difficult 
choices about which public health 
services to prioritise and the borough 


has to carefully consider the best ways 
of spending limited resources to improve 
health and care services. The council is 
committed to consulting fully with 
local residents, service users, community 
groups and service providers on 
these changes. 

Public health includes services to pro- 
mote health and prevent disease such 
as stop smoking, obesity, drugs and al- 
cohol, sexual health, early years and 
school health services. 

New savings proposals put forward 
include: 

■ reviewing sexual health clinic and 
contraception services, chlamydia 
screening and sexual health promotion, 
so people access more services in the 


community rather than in hospital; 
changing the way tobacco and stop 
smoking programmes are delivered, to 
target people who need the most support; 
■ reducing funding to some health 
improvement and prevention projects 
such as weight management. 

Mayor John Biggs said: “Further cuts 
to the council's public health budget 
by the government mean we need to 
make significant changes to some 
services in the borough as part of an 
overall savings target of £sm. 

“There are no easy decisions but we 
want to make sure that, where possible, 
these new savings do not impact on 
the health and wellbeing of our com- 
munities, which is why I am urging 


residents and key partners to get involved 
and make their views known.” 

The consultation runs from Monday, 
May 16 to June 12 and can be found at 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk 

Cllr Amy Whitelock Gibbs, lead mem- 
ber for health and adult services, said: 
“We have had to look carefully at the 
right way to go about making savings. 

“We also think it is right to protect 
services that we know have the biggest 
impact. But we still have to be realistic 
- despite our best efforts - there will 
be some changes. 

“These will be tough decisions which 
we need to get right - so we're fully 
committed to listening to residents' 
and stakeholders' views.”

We want to make sure people in Tower Hamlets 
can continue to access these services and are 
able to be in control of meeting their own 
needs, whilst developing new skills and 
knowledge in the process.”

Raising cash for trash 

The Local Green Points scheme 
encourages residents to recycle 
and raises money for local charities. 


Finding ‘somewhere 
affordable to call home’

THE council's bid to build 
genuinely affordable hous- 
ing in the borough is a 
step closer. 

The council's housing policy 
and affordability commission, 
which first met in December 
2015, has published its recom- 
mendations and they were ap- 
proved by cabinet on May 11. 

The commission was led by 
Mayor John Biggs and a panel 
of experts to look at ways to 
tackle the housing crisis, with 
the aim of delivering genuinely 
affordable homes. 

Chaired by Cllr Rachel Blake, 
cabinet member for strategic 
development, the commission 
met three times before putting 
forward its recommendations, 
based on evidence from resi- 
dents, housing providers and 
industry experts. 


Key recommendations were: 

■ To deliver 100 per cent rented 
housing on new build council 
schemes, combining social tar- 
get rents and homes at 'living 
rent' with the higher rent homes 
let through a separate waiting 
list to working households; 

■ To explore the option of re- 
ducing borough framework rents 
to more affordable levels, taking 
into account impact on viability, 
and possible reduction in overall 
affordable housing units. 

■ To review council policy on 
commuted sums for affordable 
housing, with reference to 
mixed and sustainable com- 
munities, and the overall output 
of affordable housing. 

Other recommendations 
were made around low cost 
home ownership, making best 
use of council-owned land, pri- 
vate sector licensing and de- 
veloping a multiple occupation 


model for younger residents. 

Mayor Biggs said: "Consider- 
able challenges will need to be 
overcome if we are to deliver 
genuinely affordable homes 
for local people. 

"The recommendations made 
by the commission mark the 
start of what will be a long 
and involved process. 

"My enthusiasm in embrac- 
ing those recommendations is 
demonstrative of my commit- 
ment to this singular aim - to 
deliver affordable housing in 
the borough for local people.'' 

Cllr Blake added: "The com- 
mission has brought together 
experts from across the housing 
sector, and we thank them for 
their time and dedication to 
this initiative. 

"Their hard work and exper- 
tise has enabled us to build 
the foundations for a really 
robust strategy to redress the 


imbalance in housing afford- 
ability across the borough. 

"The recommendations set 
out by the commission will in- 
form many of the decisions we 
will make, and go some way in 
helping us achieve our goal - 
ensuring that everyone who 
lives in the borough has some- 
where affordable to call home." 

The commission team in- 
cluded Yvonne Arrowsmith, 
chief executive of East Thames 
Housing, Duncan Bowie from 
Westminster University, bar- 
rister Sarah Sackman, and del- 
egates from Barratt London, 
the Bromley-by-Bow Centre 
and London First business group.

FOUR local charities were awarded funding from the Tower Hamlets Community Points 
scheme, a project between EastendHomes and recycling incentive scheme provider, Local 
Green Points. The scheme, which rewards residents for recycling and composting their food 
waste, has been running at Stockholm House on St George’s Estate in Shadwell for the past 
year. Over 30 per cent of residents have signed up and earn Green Points for one of four 
local charities by composting their waste and recycling all they can. All food waste 
collected is composted by volunteers and turned into a nutrient-rich soil fertiliser for the St 
George’s Community Orchard. The charities that received funding are Shapla and St Paul’s 
Primary Schools, St George’s Senior Club and St George’s Greening Project.

IF you haven’t yet visited the Oueen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park, then this 
walk will be an eye-opener; choose 
a sunny day and stroll beside the 
stadium, Aquatics Centre and Orbit. 

But even if you know the park well, you'll 
still spot something new: West Ham United 
are moving in, the giant tunnel slide is 
about to open, and the tucked-away Great 
British Garden is in bloom. There are dashes

From Bow Church DLR station, it's a few 
steps to the Bow Bells (1).

The East End would in fact become THE 
place to live in London - but again at a 
cost to local residents, who now found 
themselves priced out of their own areas. 

But were racing ahead. What did it all 
look like back in 1993? 

When East End Life began, the brainchild 
of the council and realised by the maverick 
BBC journalist, the late Vincent Hanna, 
things were very different. 

The borough was split into neighbour- 


hoods' and each had a reporter producing 
news for the new paper. 

Julian Scantlebury, Anthony Moonshine, 
Sandra Heavenstone and the rest of the 
team battled hard in the field to redress 
the negative image of the borough in the 
national press. 

The paper, meanwhile, was physically 
put together in the offices of the East 
London Advertiser in Cambridge Heath 
Road, with pages assembled by a 
sub-editor and zipped back and forward 




to the editor, down at the council offices 
in Poplar. 

Within a year or so, the structure of 
both the borough and its newspaper 
would be simplified and rationalised and, 
with a series of redesigns, East End Life 
quickly came to be the newspaper you 
hold today. 

Still, reporters and editors battled with 
the unique challenges of this unique bor- 
ough - attempting to represent the views 
and the needs of dozens of different 
cultures and languages, reflecting an 
East End quickly changing, but trying to 
maintain a continuity with the centuries 
that had gone before. 

I have had hundreds of conversations 
and email exchanges with readers over 
the last 23 years, and unfailingly the 
question that comes up is “How do you 
find something to write about every 
week?” (quickly followed by “Have you 
written about Jack the Ripper?”). 

The truth is that the East End is a gift to 
a local historian. We have 2,000 years of 
history to draw on and, although things 
went a bit quiet for a few centuries after 
the Romans, there is a rich seam to mine, 
without having to rely on a Victorian 
serial killer. 

There are the 'big' stories of course. 
Sometimes it seems that no major global 
event takes place without having a little 
echo in the East End. The Russian Revolution

century, but go back a decade or so before 
1917, and in Whitechapel you will find 
Stalin and Lenin lecturing in smoky, late- 
night cellars - Stalin even lived here. 

Indian partition and the collapse of the 
British Empire? Mohandas Gandhi lived 
in Kingsley Hall in Bromley by Bow for 
a spell before he returned to send the 
British packing. 

How about the foundation of that 
empire (for good and ill)? It was from the 
docks at Wapping that James Cook, Christo- 
pher Newport and the rest set sail, resulting 
in a little island off the coast of Europe 
having dominion over half the planet. 
Here too were the ships built, long before 
the Isle of Dogs became synonymous 
with newspapers, high finance and over- 
priced apartment blocks. 

The shipbuilders of Cubitt Town are 
just one example of the extraordinary 
industry and invention of East Enders. 

Cubitt himself would go on to build 
much of what would become posh West 
London of course, and over the centuries 
the East End would give birth to Bow pot- 
tery, William Addis and his revolutionary 
idea for a brush to clean your teeth, lens 
maker John Dollond and the inventor of 
the modern supermarket, Jack Cohen. 

Try for a moment to imagine a Britain 
without the toothbrush, cheap spectacles 
or Tesco.

We'd probably look different too. Just as 
important as heavy industry are Lee 
Cooper, Jimmy Choo and Vidal Sassoon - 
all businesses born in the East End. 

Much of our industry has come at 
great cost. Think of the deaths and 
disfigurements that accompanied the 
work of Bryant and May in Bow - once 
the biggest factory in Europe, the Fairfield 
matchworks was also key in the move to 
unionised workforces, and in the power 
of women to take industrial action... and 
change the course of history. 

Because much of the politics that shaped 
Britain in the 20th century was fomented 
here in the East End. Extraordinary to 
think that just a century ago, the fight for 
women's rights, even for the right to vote, 
was being directed from a little house in 
Bow by Sylvia Pankhurst. 

And the move to universal suffrage and 
for the right to strike (a right now much 
curtailed) was being won on the back of 
bloody disputes fought in the East End of 
London. Will Crooks, Clement Attlee, the 
great dock strikes, the Poplar rent strikes, 
and the later repulsing of fascism and the 


Blackshirts - all were movements of 
resistance within the East End, but all 
spilled over to change Britain as a whole. 

Of course, communities cannot live by 
industry and struggle alone. You need a 
little entertainment too. 

The East End, with its extraordinary 
mix of races and cultures has proved 
disproportionately productive of talent 
down the centuries, from the players of 
Shakespeare's time to the filmmakers and 
musicians of the 21st century. 

From the day those touring players 
stopped touring and set up the first real 
theatres in Shoreditch, some 400 years 
ago, to the man who brought you the 
best Olympics opening ceremony ever, 
the East End has provided a welcoming 
home for talent. 

What would British comedy have been 
without Bernard Bresslaw, or BBC television 
have been during the 60s and 70s without 
the friendly voice of Jack Warner's Sgt 
George Dixon saying "Evening all"? 

Steven Berkoff, Bernard Delfont, 
Terrence Stamp, Lionel Jeffries, Marie 
Lloyd, Bud Flanagan and dozens more... 
east London provided the cast list 


first for music hall, then movies, then 
television. 

Sport too - don't forget that Tower 
Hamlets produced two professional football 
clubs before Millwall left the Isle of Dogs 
and West Ham headed east from the 
Thames Ironworks. But perhaps boxing 
has always been the true sport of the East 
End, with the likes of Lennox Lewis and 
Terry Spinks bringing glory and medals 
back to east London. 

Fast forward to May 2016 and London 
has a new mayor, the Muslim son of a 
Pakistani bus driver. Unimaginable back 
in November 1993. 

I'd like to thank all our readers for your 
company over the last 23 years as we've 
explored the history of the East End... the 
greatest part of our capital city, and one 
which never fails to deliver up a story. 

For your letters, emails, criticism and 
suggestions for pieces, much thanks. It's 
goodbye from these pages, but I - and a 
crew of contributors - will be continuing 
the story online at www.eastlondon 
history.com and in the council's new 
quarterly publication Our East End.

projects. Head down the 
alleyway and, if time 
allows, pay a visit to 
the Nunnery Gallery, 
currently exhibiting 
Dolly Mixtures. 

Back outside, continue 
through the memorial 
garden and into Grove Hall 
Park. A private asylum once 
stood here; Dickens described 
it comically in Nicholas Nick- 
leby, when an amorous patient 
tries to woo Mrs Nickleby by 
throwing cucumbers and marrows 
over the garden wall. 

Follow Jebb Street and skirt around 
Bow Garage - originally built as a tram 
depot in 1908. The pavement slopes under 
the DLR and mainline. Rising in red brick 
beyond, Bow Quarter (5) was Bryant & May's 
safety match works from 1869 to 1971. 

A blue plaque commemorates the 1888 
match girls' strike and gatehouse panels

include a flaming torch inscribed ex luce 
lucellum' or out of light a little gain'. 

Take care as you cross to Pancras Way. It 
soon widens into a green, with Eastside 
Youth and Community Centre off to the 
left, offering employment training, welfare 
advice and young people's activities. 

Glass panels on Garrison Road (6) depict 
Apollo, Flora and other Roman deities. Ar- 
chaeological excavations nearby in 1845 
uncovered evidence of a Roman road and 
settlement - hence Legions Walk, Garrison 
Road and Roman Road itself. 


Two giant red anemones sprout from 
Lefevre Park, designed by Helena Roden. 
Around the corner in Old Ford Road the 
1870 Wesleyan chapel - recently converted 
into housing - was designed in South Kens- 
ington style with ornate terracotta roundels. 

Traffic roars below as you slope over the 
A12. It becomes more industrial; engravers, 
timber merchants and exhaust distributors 
work from Crown Close Business Centre. 
Head round towards the Big Yellow 
chimney - all that remains of the Crown 
wallpaper factory. 

A cluster of metallic prongs opposite 
marks the start of the Greenway, a walking 
and cycling route that sits astride the 
Northern Outfall Sewer; Joseph Bazalgette 
engineered this sewer to overcome Victorian 
London's problems with water-borne cholera. 

You'll see more of the Greenway later. 
But for now, take the steps immediately 
down into Fish Island (7). Developed as a 
late Victorian factory town, Fish Island is 
not actually an island, but the street names 
have a fishy flavour: Dace, Bream and Roach. 
Percy Dalton's peanut factory is now an 
enclave of artists, bookbinders and picture 
framers, and Swan Wharf - an Edwardian 
triple-decker stable block - operates as a 
quirky events venue. 

Cross the Lee Navigation at Old Ford Lock. 
From the towpath - opposite Forman's 
pink salmon smokehouse - slope towards 
the stadium; soon you enter the hidden- 
away Great British Garden (8). Bumblebees 
buzz among the agapanthus, newts dip in 
the pond, and birdsong surrounds you. 
Wander through the willow tunnel, try out 
the 'Rachel and Hannah' chair swing, and 
figure out the time using the sundial. 

A wooden walkway continues high above 
the Old River Lea, one of a network of Bow 
back rivers. En route, look out for a pavement 
disk - “Now give a rousing welcome to 
these Games, on London's river banks 
reborn'' - and spot your reflection in the 
bridge's angled mirrors. 

Step up the wooden terracing to 
Mandeville Place - a pavilion of glass brick 
columns set around an orchard; here you'll 
find fruit trees from the hometown of 
every GB Paralympic gold medallist. 

Views open out towards the stadium - 
the centrepiece during the 2012 Olympics

and now adapted as a 60,000-seater ground 
for West Ham and British Athletics. 

Weave through the delights of the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park (9); the energetic 
can amuse themselves with rope bridges 
and slides, the less boisterous can relax on 
a wooden recliner. 

The Aquatics Centre's sensual double 
curves come into view - designed by the 
late architect, Zaha Hadid - with Westfield 
shopping centre beyond. Closer to hand, 
young and old alike enjoy frolicking among 
the dancing fountains as they alternate 
their rhythm. Copper birches and silver 
globe lights add further colour. 

As you approach the Podium, it's hard to 
resist spelling out letters on the 'pixel wall' 
of rotating cubes. Beyond, the red steel 
ArcelorMittal Orbit - the UK's tallest sculpture 
- swirls skywards. Designed by Anish 
Kapoor, it incorporates a viewing platform, 
freefall abseil and - from late June - a 
i5mph tunnel slide. 

From here, you're aiming for the lime- 
green View Tube (10) perched on the Green- 
way; formed out of freight containers, it 
incorporates an open-air gallery, bike hire 
station, community gardens, and glass- 
fronted cafe. 

After exploring, slope down behind 
the mirrored ball. Pudding Mill Lane 
pumping station is delicately imprinted 
with Bazalgette's blueprints, and the odour 
control units are affectionately known as 
Pinky and Perky. Beyond the railway bridge, 
follow the signs to Pudding Mill Lane DLR 
station, the end of your walk.

Enjoying cafe society 



What better place to say au revoir to the world of East End restaurant reviews 
than Victoria Park’s Pavilion cafe

AND so, it's the end of an era and, 
with tears in my eyes, I sip my last 
latte and lounge over lunch. 

What better place to say au revoir to 
the world of East End restaurant reviews 
than the Pavilion cafe, in the heart of my 
favourite place in the world: Victoria Park. 

Whether I'm cycling to London Fields 
or walking Maggie the whippet, the Pavilion 
cafe is the beacon of calm I come back to 
time and time again, overlooking the 
park's majestic boating lake. 

My tastebuds are kicked off with fresh 
cranberry juice and a latte that is sumptuous 
in texture and taste. 

My Sri Lankan breakfast is a warming 
treat on a temperamental day - a soothing 
lentil daal, a consomme-clear egg curry, 
shredded cooked beetroot (which adds 
wonderful colour to the already enticing 
palette) and coconut chilli sambal (a hotties 
sauce that traditionally would be more 
liquid than my version), all atop a bed of 
string hoppers (thin rice noodles). 

All beautifully presented in individual 
dishes so you play, like children, with 
different flavour quotients. 

For the slightly more traditionalist, the 
staff kindly turned their BLT into a vege- 
tarian version by replacing bacon with 
large slabs of perfectly grilled halloumi. 

I had one of those rushes, as I looked 
out on to the peaceful Victorian vista, 
(albeit next to the Silver Fox noisily slurping 
down the dregs of a fresh pink grapefruit 


juice), thinking this would be one of those 
images that flashes before my eyes on 
my death bed. 

Philosophy disappears when I eye the 
pastry section and, never completely sated, 
I bite into a chocolate-dense brownie 
which met perfection when my tastebuds 
hit a sour cherry to counterpoint the dark 
sweetness of my favourite treat. 

I'm not sure if it's due to growing up in 
the 80s, where one couldn't get through a 
dinner party without someone wheeling 
in a Black Forest gateau, but I've never 
been able to beat the sweet-and-sour 
delight of a cherry/chocolate combo. 

Two ate a leisurely lunch in bliss, washed 
down with perfect coffees, zinging fresh 


juices and devilish desserts for just over 
£30 all in. And it is worth noting that the 
Pavilion also sells its gorgeous breads and 
coffee beans so you can carry on quality- 
gorging at home. 

I can't think of a better way to bow out. 
Thank you readers for your patience as 
I've swooned over suppers and lamented 
over lunches.

Simple and nutritious 


THIS dish is simple to 
make and can be eaten 
as a starter or a side dish. 

Spinach is a wonderful, green 
leafy vegetable which is in 
season right now and packed 
with plenty of important 
vitamins and minerals needed 
by our body, such as vitamin C 
and folate. 


Chickpeas also contain 
nutrients such as protein, 
iron and fibre. You can swap 
chickpeas for lentils if you 
wanted to change the recipe. 

Check local markets and 
Buywell stores for fresh spinach 
- look out for the Food for 
Health Award sticker for quality, 
reasonably priced produce. 


Spicy chickpeas with spinach 

- serves 4 


Ingredients 

1 tin chickpeas in water (or 
8oz dry chickpeas*) 

250g spinach 
1 tbsp rapeseed oil 
1 small onion, chopped 
1 small tomato, diced 
1 green chilli, chopped 
(optional) 

Quarter tsp chilli powder 
(optional) 


Half tsp turmeric 
Half tsp coriander powder 
Half tsp cumin powder 
Pinch of salt and pepper for 
seasoning 

* If using dry chickpeas, soak 
overnight in water with a pinch 
of bicarbonate of soda to help 
soften them. The next day, boil 
for an hour until soft and drain. 


Method 

1. Heat the oil in a medium 
saucepan. Add the onion and 
fry until soft. 

2. Add the tomato and ground 
spices and fry together for 2-3 
minutes. Add the chilli and 
chilli powder, depending on 
how hot you would like. 

3. Add the chickpeas, stir and 
fry for a further 2-3 minutes. 


4. Add the spinach and stir, 
with a pinch of salt and 
pepper if required. Cover and 
cook on low heat for 3 
minutes. Try not to overcook, 
otherwise you will lose 
nutrients from the spinach. 

5. Serve with naan bread and a 
crisp, green salad for a light, 
balanced and nutritious meal 
for spring.
